Goats can be an alternative 
enterprise and an effective 
weed controller for your farm

In the last several years there 
has been an increased interest in 
goat production. Th actuality we 
have had a fair dmount of inter- 
est in goats for my entire career 
which started in 1983. Goats can 
present a unique opportunity 
Granted they may not be for 
everyone, but there are two 
areas Where they present a defi 
nite opportunity for you on your 
farm 

One aren is weed control 
Cioats ean be quite useful incon 
trol of some weeds because they 
praze many troublesome species 
that are unacceptable to cattle 
Forexample, goats relish woody 
and/or spiny weed species such 
us persimmons and briars that 
eatte won't touch. In addition, 
curly dock is neither spiny not 
woody but cattle won't eat itand 
itis a favorite of goats 

Another area of Opportunity 
that goats provide is an alterna- 
tive wiurket for your farm 
Marketing has long been one ol 
the hardest. things to establish-in 
rdising goats, but there areamar- 
kets out there. If you can estab 
lish one or partner up with peo 
ple that can work together to 
establish one, you can raise 


quite a few goats on a small 


umount of acreage 

If you have a. small farm. in 
terms. of total-acres, or if you 
have an area on-your farm 
you're not quite sure what to do 
with, goats may be an answer to 
your dilemma. Generally speak 


ing if you can run one cow calf 


unit per acre On your farm you 
can run five nanny goags per 
jcre in a grazing situation. It 
you are going to feed’ continu- 
ously you could 
increase it over that. Ina grazing 
situation you can generally put 
live times the number of goats in 
what you can run cattle. “So, 
concesyably on a ive- “acre tract 
it |p; “Vay, possible you could rup 
as many as 25 nannies ina graz- 
ing situation. If you average I- 
1/2 kids waised per nanny that 
would give you roughly 35-38 
abies to sell eagh year. 

In conclusion, goats.can pro- 
vide some food weed control 
and are actually, run together 
with cattle because what the cat- 
tle don’t eat the goats do and 
they work quite well together.

the bldek panther, that darted 
across the road in front of her 
pickup truck. Daddy hesitantly 
suggested that the panther might 
be a bobcat or large Tom house 
cal, 

After he received a verbal 
thrashing for suggesting she 
didn’t know a panther from a 
house cat, or that she was fib- 
bing, he agreed she had 


seen ia black __ panther. 
Everyone knew Aunt Thelma 
never lied . 


Cougars or. panthers once 
roamed from northern Canada 
to South America, including 
Alabama. Today, their range 
has been reduced to 12 western 
states and several Canadian 
provinces, with a few reliable 
reports of sightings east of the 
Mississippi River. While there 
arg, several subspecies; of the 
cougar, most wildlife bioldgist 
believe those that resided in 


She came in. 


Most ightings in Alabama 
aré of the same type my friend at 
the country store and Aunt 
Thelma “experienced.” A big 
black cat with a long tail runs 
across the road in front of a 
vehicle. The only problem with 
the desgribed sightings, accord- 
‘ing to wildlife biologist, is- 
there is no such thing as a black 
panther! There has never been a 
documented case of a black pan- 
ther killed in the United States. 
A grown cougar, or panther is a 
brownish tan with a gray to 


creamy white underside. How, 


there are so many sightings of 
these black cats remain a mys- 


tery to wildlife agencies across 
’ the south, especially since there 


is never a road kill or photo- 
graph to document it. 

Could -Alabama have a few 
cougars in the remote corners of 
the state? — 

Several wildlife biologist I’ve 
talked to believe there may be a 
few, but they age quick to point 
out that they are probably transit 
wild cougars or those released 
-from captivity. 

These same biologists laugh 
at the “black panther’ reports 


and attribute these sightings to- 


black dogs, cats and large bob- 
cats. I’m skeptical too, but I do 
know one thing—I’m not going 
to tell the big guy in front of the 
cash register he didn’t see a 
black panther. And I’m certain- 
ly not crazy enough to tell Aunt 
Thelma shedidn’t see a black 
panther. Because everyong | 
knows—Aunt Thelma don't lie.

perfect month for gardeners. 

This is the month to look over 
seed catalogues or visit your 
farm store, and it is the time to 
dream of your perfect weedless, 
bug free garden.

Nutrition is not What hunters 
are thinking about when they 
are preparing for a day in the 
field. Whether you are fishing

hike, taking the right food and 
drink along can make a good 
day much better. All it takes‘is a 
litle planning and preparation 
to enjoy a day of almost fine 
dining while outdoors. 

The best way to begin your 
day is with a good breakfast: 


. Taking time for a well balanced 


breakfast will pay off later in the 
day. Choose low fat foods such 
as fruit, cereal, toast and low fat 
milk. Foods that are high in fat 
will take longer to digest and 
jwill sldw you down if you have 
a lot of walking to do,

Elba Schools Superintendent Danny Weeks speaks to Lions Club members

Elba City Schools 
Superintendent Danny Weeks 
spoke to the Elba Lions Club 
during its Tuesday, Jan. 8, meet- 
ing, and he took the opportunity 
not only to explain some of the 
problems educators have been 
facing over the past couple of 
years but also to highlight some 
good things that are taking place 
in the Elba School Systerh, 

“I have been in education for 
23 years,’’ Weeks said. “If you 
don't enjOy working with kids 
on a daily basis, you don’t need 
to be in education.” 

He said working with the stu- 
dents is one of the things he has 
enjoyed most about his years in 
the profession, but since taking 
the helm as superintendent of the 
Elba system he has learned there 
are many problems (o face. 

The biggest problem the 
superintendent said education 
has faced over the past couple of

years is school funding. At Elba, 
Weeks said a drop in enrollment 
has Caused problems with school 
funding. “ 

He said the school system had 


over 1,200 students attending 


When he began at Elba, and now 
the number has dropped to. 986 
students enrolled, 

‘When you lose students, you 
lose funding,” said Weeks. 
“We're at the point that we're 
going to lose some teacher 
units.” ip. 

\s Superintendent of the sys- 
tem, he said he was forced to cut 
$750,000 from.the budget last 
year, and he is looking at anoth- 
er $500,000 this year. 

“We can no longer depend on 
state funding, and we may have 
to look at cutting some programs 
if we don’t get some help,” said 
Weeks. 

Although he said the time is 
coming that the system may 
have to make some drastic 
changes if a solution to eduta-

lion funding is not found, Weeks 
said he is proud of the quality of
